Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—Devel- 


opments-of-a few hours today in the 
relations between the United States 
and Mexico emphasized a gravity ot 
affairs more ominous than at any time 
since President Wilson's administra- 
tion began. Absolute silence was the 
order in official quarters. 
The release of the Ward liner Moro 
Castle after peremptory demands by 
the United States terminated a deli- 
cate situation. 
Orders were in pre- 
paration to the commanders of the 
American 
warships lying off Vera 


Cruz to insist on her release. 
Statement Ready. 
A statement was in preparation to- 
day by Secretary Bryan and Consu- 
lar John Bassett Moore which Secre- 
tary Bryan brought to the White 
House for the president's 
approval. 
No intimation 'as to its contents was 
revealed, but there is every reason to 
believe that before many hours have 
passed a notice by the United States 
that will not brooR European inter- 
ference in Mexico by the warships dis- 
patched to Mexican waters by the va- 
rious foreign governments would be 
proclaimed. 


Reiterate Policy. 
It is understood also that the United 
States by the same statement will re- 
iterate the American policy that only 
governments founded on constitution- 
law and order will be recognized on 
the western hemisphere. 
The situa- 
tion has assumed such aspects that it 
was considered possible that Presi- 
dent Wilson might cancel at the last 
moment his trip to Mobile, Ala. He 
had planned to leave early tomorrow 
and be gone until Tuesday night. 
There was doubt in the president's 
mind today whether he could afford 
to leave Washington at this time. 
The possibility that the Huerta au- 
thorities might demand Diaz's release 
and provoke another emergency was 
tally realized. 
At the state department it was said 
that while no instructions had been 
given to American consul Canada at 
Vera Cruz to' afford an asylum to Diaz, 
Canada's general .instructions were 
turned leader if it seemed necessary. 
Have No Right. 
Although in international law the 
American '-"consulate' has not extra ter- 
ritorlality rights it was pointed out 
here that morally the Mexican author- 
ities Would have no right to invade 
the American precincts to arrest Dia:;. 
Nine battleships of the Atlantic fleet 
sail tomorrow from Hampton Roads 
for their Mediterranean cruise, ac- 
cording to original plans. They will 
be in constant communication with 
the powerful wireless station here at 
stated officially, however, that they 
sail without any orders except to pro- 
ceed to their Mediterranean destina- 
tions. 
Denies Danger. 
Mexico City, Oct. 24.—There is no 
intention on the part of the govern- 
ment to molest Gen. Felix Diaz, ac- 
cording to Querido Moheno, minister 
for foreign afiairs. 
Senqr Moheno 
said today that General Diaz was at 
liberty to come to the capitol when 
he chose. 


Is a Question. 
Whether Gen. Felix Diaz will come at 
once to the federal's capitol or remain 
in Vera Cruz until after the presiden- 
tial election appeared to be a matter 
of doubt in the minds of his most 
prominent adherents here today. 
Jose Luis Requena, candidate for 
the vice presidency on the Diaz ticket 
expressed the belief that his leader 
was likely to come here today or to- 
morrow. Many Arrests Made. 
Senor Requena admitted the arrest 
at Vera Cruz of a number of Dia:; fol- 
lowers on charges which he regarded 
as inventions. He declared that the 
actiftn of the authorities there had 
been taken for the purpose of intimi- 
dating voters. 


No Late News. 
Wire communications- with the be 
seiged city of Monterey ceased at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning according 
to an announcement here today. At 
that hour the fighting, which began 
Wednesday night, was raging fiercely 
in the outskirts of the city. 


The mam rebel force occupied a 
railroad yards about a mile from the 
center of the city. They had a num- 
ber of cannon with which they were 
bombarding the federal fortifications 
and they were also in possession of at 
least one machine gun. 


From All Sides. 


The attack on the city was made 


from all sides and the fighting was 
severe. When the rebels occupied the 
yards of the National Railway they 
burned many cars. 


Federal reinforcements commanded 
by Gen. Rubio Navarrete at Lampa- 
sos, 100 miles north of Monterey, were 
unable to proceed to Monterey owing 
to the destruction of the bridges and 
lack of fuel. 


Rebels Active. 


A body of 1200 rebels has moved 
east from Torreon and is harrassing 
the federal commander, Gen. Trucy 
Aubert, at Hippplito. where he has 
been concentrating for a movement on 
Torreon. Some of Gen. Aubert's troop 
trains were stalled yesterday at Ra- 
mos Arizpe. nine miles from Saltillo, 
by the explosion of the boiler of the 
leading locomotive and a train load 
of ammunition for the federal troops 
is in danger of falling into the hands 
of the rebels midway between Saltillo 
and San .Luis Potosi. 


Many Reinforcements. 


A new rebel force is reputed to be 
gathering in the vicinity of Saltillo, 
and it is believed that the rebels in- 
tend to make a simultaneous attack 
from several directions. 


A force of 600 federals is reported 
to have retreated southward to Fres- 
nillo, near Zacatecas, in a badly de- 
moralized condition. No details have 
come to hand as to where they en- 
countered the rebels. 


Vessel Sailed. 
Vera Cruz, Oct. 24.—After protests 


by the American consul against the 
delay of the Ward line steamer Morro 
Castle by order of the authorities here 
the vessel was formally cleared this 
morning for Havana and" New York. 
Mrs. Lind, the wife of President Wil- 
son's personal representative, is on 
board. 


Various Opinions. 
London, Oct. 24.—Rather divergent 
views on the Mexican situation were 
expressed in the editorial and news 
columns of the London newspapers 
today. While the news, consisting en- 
tirely of dispatches from Washington 
and New York, described the affairs 
as serious, the editorial articles based 
on a statement published in the Times, 
the first authorized verison of British 
policy given out to an English news- 
paper which coincided with that pub- 
lished in dispatches to the Associated 
Press and can be summed up as pro- 
British and not anti-American—are 
inclined to the belief that the friction 
between the United States and Eng- 
land is unlikely to disturb the gpod 
relations between the two countries. 


Garden's Attitude. 
Mexico City, Mexico, Oct. 24.—Press 
criticisms of the recent utterances of 
Sir Lionel Garden regarding Wash- 
ington's lack of understanding of con- 
ditions in Mexico do not appear to 
have much effected the British min- 
ister to Mexico. He appears to regard 
the matter as an unwarranted contro- 
versy with which he declined to have 
anything to do. 
Sir Lionel explained his views at 
some length to the Associated Press 
today, but firmly declined to be quot- 
ed again. 


He drew a distinction between the 
views held by. him as an individual 
and those he held as an official of his 
government, but since the public, he 
said1, could not or would not distin- 
guish between them he believed it 
wise to -withhold any further opinion. 


Awful Experiences. 
Waco, Tex., Oct. 24.—Experiences 


of 300 Americans who made their way 
out of the beseiged city of Torreon, 
Mexico, was told today by Mrs. T. J. 
Davis, wife of a mining engineer, up- 
on her arrival here. 
The trip from 
Torreon to Monterey, ordinarily a 
journey of two days, occupied two 
weeks. The men of the party were 
convinced that they were detained as 
possible hostages by the defeated fed- 
erals. 
During the trip Mrs. Davis said sev- 
eral little children died when food 
gave out, and a number of women 
gave birth to babies. 


Tracks Destroyed. 
From Monterey :the party tried to 
reach Laredo, Tex., but was turned 
back by destroyed railroad tracks. 
The return trip was made with an 
American official of the railway walk- 
ing in front of the engine. 
Once he 


found a charge of dynamite on ' the 
tracks. 


"Conditions were horrible in Tor- 
reon during the seige," said Mrs. Da- 
vis.

CHIEF M'WEENY OUT 


RESULT OF FRICTION 


Chicago Superintendent of Police Re- 


signs But Declines to Make 


Statement.

Chicago, Oct. 24.—Chief of Police 
McWeeny continued to remain silent 
today following his resignation, which 
was handed to Mayor Harrison on 
Thursday. 
A shake-up is probable in 


police circles. 


Follows a Conference. 
Following a lo'ng conference be- 
tween Mayor Harrison, Chief of Po- 
lice McWeeney and Second Deputy 
Superintendent of Police M. L. Funk- 
houser late Thursday, first announce- 
ment was made that the chief would 
resign. 
There have been differences 
between Chief McWeeny, Funkhouser 
and Mayor Harrison for some time, 
it is said, the police head being of the 
opinion that the appointment of a sec- 
ond deputy had curtailed his own au- 
thority. Mayor Harrison attempted to 
conciliate the two officers, but today, 
when it became necessary to take a 
stand with one against the other, the 
executive sided with Funkhouser. The 
conference closed abruptly when Mc- 
Weeny suddenly arose and announced 
he would resign. 


Hint at Differences. 
It was said last night the police chief 
put his resignation in formal writing 
after leaving the conference and it 
would be received by the mayor to- 
day. 


It was the duty of the second depu- 
ty among other things to receive and 
investigate complaints against mem- 
bers of the police department. 
The 
second deputy was also to investigate 
vice conditions throughout the city 
and the police attitude toward vice. 


A city hall official is authority for 
the statement that McWeeny had been 
displeased with the way in which 
Funkhouser discharged these duties.

service. 
The Vanderlip plan •which contem- 
plates a central bank nnder govern- 
ment control was reporte-d today, to 
have the endorsement of three demo- 
cratic senators and five republicans, 
a. majority of the senate committee. 
Senator Reed, .one of the democrats 
reported in favor cf .the Vanderlip 
nlan,. sought a conference with Pres- 
ident Wilson on the subject. 
The nresiclen's position is that the 
Vanderlip plan is a radical departure 
from the regional reserve system of 
banks proposed in the bouse bill and 
he expressed his 
intention to vigor- 
ously oppose any such measure.

PORCUPINE'S DEPRADATIONS 


CAUSE BAD LEGAL TANGLE 


Madison, Wis., Oct. 24.—"The death 
of Nils Nilson, employed by the John 
H. Kaiser Lumber Company of Eau 
Claire, was caused by a porcupine de- 
railing a handcar upon which Nilson 
was riding." 


This simple memorandum on a re- 
port blank for accidents sent to the 
state industrial commission tells of 
the depradations of a porcupine, who 
promises to make history. That a le- 
gal battle will be fought .in which the 
activity of one porcupine promises to 
play a leading part is almost certain. 
James Thompson of La Crosse, act- 
ing as administrator for the estate of 
Nils Nilson, has filed a claim with the 
industrial commission. 
The porcu- 
pine was crushed in the head end col- 
lision. 


The lumber company reports that 
Nilson was employed in the camps 
near Winter and was riding with three 
others on a handcar from one camp 
to another. 
Here is the description 


of the accident by an eye witness: 


"From camp 5 to camp 1, the hand- 
car had just broke over the hill, when 
a porcupine, which started down the 
middle of the track was so close that 
the car could not be stopped. Just 
as we caught up with the porcupine 
he started to cross the rail, the hand- 
car passed over him, throwing the 
occupants from the car. Nilson was 
thrown'forward, his head striking a 
tie. Death was instantaneous." 


The case is one of the strangest 
that has been brought before the in- 
dustrial commission. 
The adminis- 
trator for Nilson claims that his 
brother and sister, living in Norway, 
are dependent upon the deceased for 
support. The claim has just been filed 
and the matter will be given a formal 
investigation later by the commission 
to ascertain the facts.

today in La'Foilette's Weekly, as a 
"raid" which laats the president's re- 
spect for the civil service law. Some 
of 
the 
senator's 
comments 
are 
vitrolic. 
Taking as his text the picturesque 
language of Senator Tillman, describ- 
ing the democrats' scramble for office 
as "wild asses of the desert attiirst 
and hungry, have . broken into 
the 
green corn," Senator La. Follette says 
that the bill which 
the 
president 
signed on Wednesday is the "most 
serious attack made upon the merit 
system since 
its 
establishment in 
1S83." 


Attack Merit System. 
"A hungry horde of politicians from 


•ward heeler, to state boss, including 
the nanny men ol every democraui, 
organization 
in 
the countrv, have 


brought influence to bear upon their 
party representatives in 
house and 
senate to .strike down the merit sys- 
tem," says Senator La Follette. "Of 
course they dp not propose openly to 
repeal the civil service law. But step 
by step they are encroaching upon its 
principles and its provisions." 
Senator La Follette's editorial then 
shows that a paragraph was adopted 
in the tariff bill which made exemp- 
tions for job hunters, and says that 
the president might justify the sign- 
ing of the 
tariff 
measure 
on 
the 
ground that it was a minor provision 
in a comprehensive piece of legisla- 
tion. 


Wilson for Spoils. 


"This was the first opportunity for 
the .Wilson administration to define 
its general policy toward the civil 
service," 
continues Senator La Foi- 
lette. "True, the paragraph was made 
a part of the tariff bill and it may be 
said that the president could not be 
expected to defeat tariff legislation 
because a portion of the bill affecting 
the appointment of a 
few hundred 


government employes was wrong in 
principle. But it is to be remembered 
that when the iiresi(1°nt was reallv in 
favor of or' opposed to some para- 
graph in mat uni aifecdng rateo ae 
did not hesitate to announce to the 
house or senate democrats that t'-ip 
thing must'be done thus and so or he 
wouid have none of u. so, 
it tut 
president were interested in strength- 
ening the merit system, he 
would 
have warned the democratic leaders 
that they must strike the spoils pro- 
vision from the bill. 
"This he did not do. 
And it is a 


fair inference from what has since 
transpired, that he made no objection 
whatever to this bad beginning. 


Sought Biqger Game. 
"Observe what followed. 
The first 
'killing' made the place hunters keen 
for more and. bigger game. 
The ur- 
gent deficiency; bill furnished the sec- 
ond opportunity. (The democratic ma- 
jority of the senate committee on a 
1-- 
nropriations added an amendment to 
that bill and the flemocratic majority 
At the senate voted it through." 
Senator I>a Follette's editorial wan 


written before the bill was signed, 
but he declares that the 
president 


should veto it to "serve.notice on the 
spoilsmen of 'his-own party that merit 
and ability shall be the standard of 
appointment rather than service ren- 
dered to the political party."

ITALY ON EVE OF 


SUFFRAGE ELECTION 


New Parliamentary Law to be Put to 


Test Soon, Which Grants Uni- 


versal Suffrage. 


[SPECIAL TO THB QAZBTTE1.] 


Rome, Oct. 24.—Italy is on the eve 


o£ a general election the result of 
which will.be .awaited by all other 
European nations with 
considerable 
interest. It. means the putting to the 
test, of the new election law passed in 
parliament at the last session and 
greatly extending the right of suffrage. 
The new law, under which the parlia- 
mentary 
election on Sunday will be 
held, pra.ctically grants universal suf- 
frage. 
Under that law all male citi- 
zens, 
regardless 
ot educational 
or 
property qualifications are entitled to 
vote under certain restrictions. These 
restrictions apply to those who are un- 
able to read or write. While all male 
citizens who can read and write are 
entitled to vote it' they have reached 
the age of twenty-one years, those 
who are not able to read and write are 
allowed to vote 
only if they 
have 
served in the army or navy of Italy or 
have reached the age o£ thirty. 


• The 
granting o£ suffrage to practi- 
cally all classes of the population, ex- 
cepting to persons convicted of crime, 
will cause a tremendous increase in 
the number of votes. At the last par- 
liamentary election only 3,347,722 per- 
sons in Italy were entitled 
to vote, 
while 8,035,148 will be entitled to cast 
their vote at the general election on 
Sunady next. It is a matter for con- 
siderable speculation as to what ef- 
fect the great influx of new and illiter- 
ate voters will have upon the Govern- 
ment of the country. The Franchise 
Bill of which Premier Giolitti was the 
father and wliich he advanced with 
great insistence, was opposed by many 
upon the ground that it would play in- 
to the hands of the church, which has 
a powerful, influence over the illiterate 
voters. 


But all this was undoubtedly fully 
realized by Premier Giolitti and the 
government which is by no means pro- 
clerical and it may be taken that Gio- 
litti is too clever and astute a states- 
man to advocate a law if he did not 
feel confident that it would in no way 
endanger the position of the govern- 
ment. Whatever, may be the ultimate 
effect of the new franchise law, it is 
not 
likely that .this 
big army of 
illiterate enfranchised by it, will use 
its power at the first opportunity to de- 
feat the government which granted to 
it the power to vote. 


If the granting of practically univer- 
sal suffrage 
involves any immediate 
danger to the government, that danger 
is not so much from the 
church as 


from the Socialists and other radical 
parties. After the fall of the temporal 
power of the Vatican, the Pope issued 
an order forbidding Catholics through- 
out Italy, to participate 
in 
political 
elections. 
At the last general elec- 
tion the present pontiff for the first 
time waived the 
prohibition in cer- 
tain constituencies, 
where 
Cathalic 
candidates opposed anti-clerical So- 
cialists. 
Recently there was a rumor 
in circulation that at the coming .elec- 
tion the prohibition would be waived 
also in the constituencies of Rome, but 
the Vatican organ, the Osservatore 
Romano, published an emphatic state- 
ment that the .Catholics..of Rome would 
not go to the polls. No reference was 
made to the probable action of Catho- 
lics in other-parts of Italy. 


The Socailists and the . Democrats, 
who are divided into several more or 
less radical factions, have conducted 
a vigorous campaign throughout Italy, 
with the evident intention of gaining 
the support of as many of the 
newly 


enfranchised voters as possible. The 
government fully realized 
the neces- 
sity of counteracting the spread of the 
radical propaganda and made strong 
appeals to the voters. There is a 
strong suspicion that the government 
party did not in all cases limit itself 
to mere arguments or persuasion and 
there were numerous complaints that 
men, openly supporting the govern- 
ment or actually in the service of the 
government, were trying to corrupt or 
coerce voters in favor of the govern- 
ment candidates. 
Thereupon 
repre- 
sentatives of the various democratic 
parties and 
factions and 
including 
those of the Socialist Reform party, 
met 
and 
formulated a protest to 
Premier Giolitti, calling his attention 
to these objectionable practices which 
were 
particularly flagrant in 
the 
southern part of Italy and in Sicily. 
As a result of this protest the gov- 
ernment sent out circulars to the pre- 
fects in all sections 
of the 
country, 
calling their attention to the facts as 
presented 
by the 
democratic com- 
mittee and instructing them to make 
every effort to insure liberty to the 
voters of all parties. This 
has pro- 
duced a favorable impression and it is 
generally believed by those thoroughly 
acquainted with the existing condi- 
tions that the government standing up- 
on its excellent record and aided by 
the popularity of Premier Giolitti and 
of the members of his Cabinet, will be 
victorious at the election on Sunday.

wonder why it is that with our great 
and growing wealth 
and

and our superior advantages- we are 
not more stable in prices and values 
and in general conditions; why there 
is ever any disposition oh the part 
of any one to interfere with, the nor- 
mal and natural progress in the devel- 
opment of our country and its indus- 
tries. 
Everyone who travels exten- 
tively abroad is confronted by those 
inquiries by foreigners friendly to and 
interested 
in our 
commercial 
and 
financial conditions 
and we assem- 
bled in this room, 
are asking our- 
selves the same question. 


"Too Much 
Demagogy." 
'I venture the assertion that it is 
largely because of much unnecessary 
agitation and ill-considered criticism 
by those who have not the nation's 
best interests at heart.'

pounds, more than three tons, aiu 
the average weight per package, l:y, 
pounds. Of the total number of pack 
ages handled 4,879 were 'Sent out from 
this office, and 4,566 were received 
for delivery from other offices, show 
ing that Janesville is receiving nearly 
the same amount of packages as it if 
sending 
away. 
Sixty-nine package; 
were sent out from tiie local office to 
ihe rural mail routes radiating from 
:he city. The packages insured num- 
bered 526, and those sent C. 0 D. 
44. 


Postniaster C. L. Valentine, who is 
authority for these statistics, strongly 
urges the insurance of all parcel post 
packages. 
The fees are small, five 
cents for packages up to $25 in value, 
and ten cents 
for packages worth 


from $25 to $50. Payment of an in 
surance fee entirely safeguards the 
sender against loss. 
All other pack- 
ages are sent at risk of owner. The 
postmaster also cautions patrons of 
the service to wrap packages securely 
and write the name of the sender 
with address in the upper left hand 
corned. 
This insures return of the 
package in case the person to whom 
it is addressed can not be found. The 
postoflice is anticipating a heavy rush 
of holiday business, surpassing that 
of any previous year, but expects to 
be able to take care of it all with 
promptness and dispatch.

WISCONSIN SLUMPS 


IN WHEAT RAISING 


State Falls to Low Rank in Produc- 


tion of This Crop for a Va- 


riety of Reasons.

Madison, Wis., Oct. 24.—From the 
'rank of second among the wheat pro- 
ducing states Wisconsin has in fifty 
years steadily declined until today it 
stands in twenty-sixth place. 
This 


fact is pointed out in a new bulletin 
on "Wheat Growing in Wisconsin," 
written by E. J. Delwiche and B. D. 
Leith, and issued today By the Agri- 
cultural Experiment station of the 
University of Wisconsin. Chief among 
the causes of this decline are faulty 
systems of farming, the rapid expan- 
sion of the dairy industry, advances 
in the cost of land, a falling off in the 
prices paid for wheat and competi- 
tion with improved types o£ barley. 


Because of the rapidly increasing 


consumption of wheat more areas 
adapted to its production must be re- 
turned to wheat growing, says the 
bulletin. 
The outlook for successful 
wheat culture in Wisconsin, in rota- 
tion with other crops, is regarded as 
very promising. 
\ 
The wheat regions of Wisconsin are 


portions, of the Lake Superior coun- 
try, extending through parts of Doug- 
las, Bayfield, Ashland and Iron coun- 
ties; clay sections near Lakes Wiune- 
bago and Michigan, particularly in the 
counties adjoining Lake Winnebago, 
the lower Fox river, and Green Bay, 
and parts of Polk, St. Croix, Barron 
and adjoining counties.. The southern 
portion, including the counties south 
of the northern boundary of Dodge 
and Columbia, have soils well adapted 
to wheat growing, and the same is 
true of a wide belt of land in central 
Wisconsin. 
Experiments begun on 


these soils in 1911 indicate their suit- 
ability to winter wheat production. 


The bulletin points out that wheat 


does not deplete soil fertility more ap- 
preciably than barley, oats or rye. and 
that, on the other hand, the net re- 
turns of 1,000 pounds of grain sold, 
after deducting the value of fertilizer 
constituents contained in the crop 
sold, are greater for wheat than for 
any of these other cereals.

HAS FRIENDS HERE 


Dr. H. Williams, Colored, Associated 


With the Late Dr. Palmer and 


Classmate of Dr. J. Mills. 


Among the notable men mentioned 
in "The Commercial Chronicle," Oc- 
tober issue, is an article on Dr. Dan- 
iel H. Williams, 
who 
enjoys high 
standing in his profession as the first 
to operate successfully upon the living 
human heart. 
Dr. Williams is wen 
known in this city, having studied m 
the olftce of the late Dr. Henry Pal- 
mer. Dr. James Mills of this city was 
a classmate of the colored physician 
at Northwestern college and is wel! 
acquainted 
with him. The 
article 


published is as follows: 
. "In a recent editorial one of the 
country's greatest journalists deplored 
the fact that physicians and surgeons 
who have blazed the trail of modern 
proeress were 
not given their full 
measure of praise by the people at 
large. Pasteur, and others, he said, 
had done more for 
humanity than 
Washington 
or Martin Luther, yet 
their names were unfamiliar to thou- 
sands who consider Grant and Lee as 
great heroes of history. Undoubtedly 
he was more or less right, but it is u 
fact that the general public is daily 
becoming more appreciative of 
the 
greatness of our surgical pioneers. 
"Chicago people should not forget 
that in this city is located one of the 
world's leading surgeons, a man who 
paved the way for some of the most 
wonderful feats of modern surgery by 
proving that it was possible to oper- 
ate successfully upon the living hu- 
man heart. We refer to Dr. Daniel 
H. Williams, colored, founder of the 
Provident hospital at Dearborn and 
Thirty-sixth 
streets. 
Dr. Williams 


was the first surgeon to operate upon 
the living human heart with complete 
success, sewing up the wound in the 
heart of a man-who had been stabbed 
and left for dead. The man is living 
today, the operation having been per- 
formed in 1893. 
"Dr. Willia'ms founded the Provi- 
dent hospital in 1892. This institu- 
tion never would have been possible 
but for the doctor's own personal ef- 
forts. 
He solicited the funds neces- 
sary for its establishment and for 
many years was its chief surgeon af- 
ter its great work had been begun. 
"Dr. Williams was born in Penn- 


sylvania, of free parents, in 1858, com- 
ing to Wisconsin as a child. He was 
educated in the 
Wisconsin schools 
and later at Northwestern university. 
He began the practice of medicine in 
Chicago in 1SS3. He is a member ot 
the American Medical association, Illi- 
nois State Medical society, Chicago 
Medical society, and was on the surgi- 
cal staff of the Protestant Orphan 
asylum from 18S4 to 1893. He was a 
member of the Illinois State Board ot 
Health from 1884 to 1889. From 1889 
to 1891 he was a member of the Cook 
county 'hospital surgical staff. 
He is 


now on the staff of St. Luke's hos- 
pital. For five years, during the sec- 
ond 
administration 
of 
President 
Cleveland, Dr. Williams was surgeon 
in chief of the Freedmen's hospital. 
Washington. D. C., the largest negro 
hospital in the world. For a number 
of years he hns toured the south once 
each year, giving clinics at southern 
negro medical schools. 


"Dr. Williams is one of th.e most 
successful surgeons in America today 
and is a fine example of the self-sac- 
rificing physician who modestly ac- 
complishes great things for humanity. 
He represents American citizenship 
at its best."

I fancy the stay-at-home person who proffers such 
requests as there, instead of receiving them, is bridling 
indignantly and thinking, "Well. I don't see anything so 
terrible about doing an errand now and then for a 
friend. I'm sure I'd. be glad enough to do things for 
other people if I could get out, instead of being tied 
down at home"—or in the office, as the case may be. 
Quite so, my friend. 
I'm sure you would—but I am not asking you to 
dispense with the errand-doer's servic.es. All that I aslc is thta you shall not 
tmder-rate what she does, and not fail to fully show your gratitude and not 
overload her. 


Remember that the difficulty of an errand done for oneself is multiplied 
by three when you do it for someone elee. In this way. First, if you are 
doing an errand for someone else, you have her taste as well as yours to 
^consult—which takes twice as long, and is an anxious task to both. Second- 


ly, if you are doing an errand for someone else, you do not have the privilege 
of elasticity of price you would have in buying for yourself. 
Third, you do 
not have the privilege of elasticity of detail you would have in buying for 
yourself. 


For instance, the lady who wanted the yard of-lace said, "I don't believe 
it will take you very long. Go right to J's lace counter—I saw about what I 
•wanted there the other day." 
But she asked for a yard two inches wide at 
one dollar and one-half. They were out of that width at that price at, J's. If 
the errand-doer had been shopping for herself, she would have paid the next 
price, one dollar and eighty-seven, at once. But she knew her friend had to 
count pennies, and so she didn't like to go above the stipulated price. Conse- 
ouently, she visited four shops before she found just the right price and 
quality. 


Once in a while, an errand pans out just as described, but more often it 
doesn't. , Of course, there are two sides to every situation. I believe that the 
woman shut in by office or home work has a moral right to the services of 
her less confined friend. But I do think she ought to appreciate how much 
she is getting.

CARE ESSENTIAL IN 


THEIR FOOD 


It has been well said that 
the 
greatest difference between the food 
of the rich and the food of the pool1 
is in the cooking. There is much 
truth in this, fer to a very lar.ee ex- 
tent we live on the same foods. 
.There are two 
points, however, 
that are so valuable in cooking that 
everyone 
should 
understand them 
and particularly when preparing food 
for growing children. 
First—The 
too/king 
of 
starchy 


foods. Raw starch is in little hard 
grains that are digested very slowly. 
When 
placed in hot water these 


grains swell up into a soft mass and 
can then be easily 
digested. Oat- 
meal- or corn meal .that has been 
cooked for only a short time is very 
difficult to digest, but if these foods 
are placed in a double boiler and 
cooked several hours they are vsry 
digestible. 


Whole Wheat Bread. 
Thoroughly 
baked 
whole 
-wheat 


bread is without a doubt one of the 
very best building foods 
for 
chil- 
dren and every normal healthy child 
can digest it. 
F5ut half-baked bread, 


with the starch trains in it almost as 
hard as little bits of wood, is ruin, 
ous to the digestion of either young 
or ,old. This is also true in cooking 
tho starchy vegetables. 
Second—Tho use of fats in cook- 


ing foods for children. . Fat is a valu- 
able heating and. strengthening food-, 
but, like every other food, it may in- 
jure body if taken in the wrong 
way, 
or in tc,o large amount. 
Chil- 
dren need only about 
one-half 
an 
ounce ,of butter at each meal. When 
fat has been made very hot, as often 
h!Y>pens when foods are fried acids 
that injure the stomach are formed 
in it. Also when foods are coated 
with fat the digestive juice can not 
get at them readi'y and they are fli- 
srested very slowlv or not at 
all. 
F.orxthis reason fried foods have no 
place in the 
dietary of 
children; 
neithei do they need as much Cat ns 
older 
peome. Fried- potatoes 
pan- 
cnkes, crullers 
and fritters have m 
place in our childrpns menus.

able to work. Train children to eat 
s'owly, 
ichewing 
every 
mouthful. 
Have them rise a little earlier if 
neccessary in the m.orning so as not 
to have them hurried. As these chil- 
dren go to bed early, the evening 
meal should be the slightest of the 
day.

Relates Stories of Famous Battle at 


Gettysburg and Experiences at 


F'eact Jubilee.

The Peace Jubilee of the Blue and 
Gray at the fiftieth anniversary o£ the 


i battle of Gettysburg developed an en- 


• couraging feature ia the loyalty and 
1 stability of our reunited southern citi- 
' :;ens who were so seriously broken 
I and shattered over the final result ot 
jtliat great conflict.of fifty years ago, 
the greatest battle of the greatest war 
the world has ever known. Veterans 
of the north and the south who par- 
ticipated in this decisive turning point 


I in the fortunes of war and downfall 
] of 
the 
rebellion, 
met 
after 
half 


I a century upon this blood soaked 
! battlefield, overflowing with genuine 
friendship, charity and loyalty. 
Fifty-six thousand veterants of the 
Blue and the Gray, survivors p£ the 
two hundred thousand .engaged in this 
battle, were encamped'in seven thou- 
sand government tents upon the old 
battlefield, now a national park and 
cemetery, with hundreds of statues, 
monuments and memorials located at 


i various points over the field. 
\ 
In this cordial and loyal greeting 


of the Blue and'the Gray the old sting 
of defeat was completely effaced and 
the veterans from the south unani- 
mously assured us that there was not 
a particle of animosity now existing 
on the part of the old veterans in 
gray, but on the other hand they were 
heartily glad that the-civil war ended 
as it did, in a reunited country with 
the best government on earth. 
Fur- 
thermore, if Japan should ever con- 
clude to come over and smite us on 
one cheek, the old boys in gray and 
their sons and grandsons would help 
us to forget for a time, the Biblical 
injunction to turn the other cheek 
also. 
The animosity still existing in 
the south is largely attributable to 
the young men who were born after 
the war was ever, and is the out- 
growth of political aspirations. 
The Janesville 
delegation to the 
great Gettysburg reunion, which in- 
cluded Lee, Hall, Moore, Smith, Wins- 
low, Stevens and the writer, will all 
heartily vouch for the splendid and 
liberal treatment 
provided by the 
state of Wisconsin and the courteous 
care and entertainment extended by 
the governor and attorney general 
during the trip and while on the camp 
ground. 


The old original stone walls mark- 
ing the lines of both Mead and Lee 
on July 3rd, 1863, are still standing 
intact as they were on that eventful 
jrtay, Lee's from the seminary west of 
town following on the line of Semin- 
ary Ridge southward two miles to 
Roundtop, and Mead's from the fish 
hook point at Gulps Hill east of town 
along Cemetery Ridge southward two 
miles to Little Roundtop, and between 
these two Roundtops is the Devil's 
Den, 
neutral 
ground occupied by 
sharpshooters. 
The distance between 
these two main lines is approximately 
one mile. 


Many of the. original batteries of 
artillery in action on the third day 
are now standing where last in ser- 
vice in this battle, upon both Mead's 
ana Lee s lines, each engraved in 
bronze with a brief historical sketch 
ot the guns various movements and' 
service during the three days' con- 
1 ,;TT.One Particular cannon located 
at High Water Mark," a point a few 
yards south- of the Bloody Angle, has 
engraved in bronze '.'This cannon fired 
double shotted canister at thirty feet," 
which, means that the enemy was get- 
ting up uncomfortably close, and fac- 
ing 240 bullets at each discharge of 
this particular gun.

Lamps and Safety. 


Be sure that no bit o£ charred wick 


or burned fly or moth is left in the 
lower part of the burner.

until filled and the burner carefully 
wiped. It is possible that gas may 
have formed, making the lamp unsafe 
to light before refilling.
